1 , (Currently Amended) A file storage device comprising: 
an exterior shell having an outer surface; 

an openable panel defining part of the exterior shell, the openable panel having a 
bottom edge, a forward facing surface, and a rear facing surface, the openable panel being 
pivotable about the bottom edge outward from the exterior shell between a retracted 
condition at which the forward facing surface is generally flush with the outer surface of the 
exterior shell and an open condition away from the outer surface of the exterior shell; and 

a file support structure having a file storage area, an open top for insertion, access to, 
and removal of files from the file storage area, a first panel and a second panel each 
extending rearwardly from the rear facing surface of the openable panel , the first and second 
panels defining sides of in part the file storage area and pivotable with the openable panel, 
and a file suspension device disposed adjacent to the first and second panels, the file 
suspension device provided to suspend files within the file storage area, tho file suoponsion 
d e vice including a first rail extending rearwardly from th e op e nable pan e l and adjac e nt th e 
first pan e l and a second rail extending rearwardly from th e op e nabl e pan e l and adjacent th e 
s e cond pan e l, th e first and s e cond rails pivotabl e with the openablo panol, the file support 
structure disposed adjacent to the rear facing surface of the openable panel and being 
movable in concert with the openable panel. 
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wherein the open top is accessible when the openable panel is in the open condition 
and wherein the file support structure is disposed within the exterior shell when the openable 
panel is in the retracted condition^ 

wherein the file support structure is configured such that a file disposed on the file 
suspension device is completely disposed between the first and second panels . 

2. (original) A file storage device according to claim 1, wherein the exterior shell 
further comprises: 

a pair of opposed side panels; and 

a fi-ont panel defined at least in part by the openable panel. 

3. (canceled). 

4. (Currently Amended) A file storage device according to claim 1 , wherein the file 
suspension device is first rail and the second rail are arranged to present files suspended in 
the file storage area in a forwardly and downwardly cascading arrangement. 

5. (Currently Amended) A file storage device according to claim 1, wherein the file 
suspension device comprises each of tho first rail and th e s e cond rail is an arched surface. 

6. (original) A file storage device according to claim 1, wherein the exterior shell 
further comprises: 

a top panel providing a generally horizontal support surface. 
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7. (original) A file storage device according to claim 1, wherein the exterior shell is 
in the form of a table when the openable panel is in the retracted condition. 

8. (previously presented) A file storage device according to claim 1, wherein the 
exterior shell and the openable panel combine to form a configuration that hides the file 
storage area of the storage device when the openable panel is in the closed condition. 
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9. (Currently Amended) A file storage device comprising: 

an exterior shell having an outer surface; 

an openable panel defining part of the exterior shell, the openable panel having a 
bottom edge, a forward facing surface, and a rear facing surface, the openable panel being 
pivotable about the bottom edge outward firom the exterior shell between a retracted 
condition and an open condition, the openable panel being generally flush with the outer 
surface of the exterior shell in the retracted condition, and the openable panel being 
positioned away firom the outer surface of the exterior shell in the open condition; and 

a file support structure having a file storage area, an open top for insertion, access to, 
and removal of files firom the file storage area, a first panel and a second panel each 
extending rearwardly from the rear facing surface of the openable panel , the first and second 
panels defining sidesof ifi-pMt the file storage area and pivotable with the openable panel, 
and a file suspension device disposed adjacent the first and second panels, the file suspension 
device including a series of notches and provided to suspend files within the file storage area^ 
th e fil e susp e nsion d e vic e including a first rail extending r e arwardly from th e openabl e pan e l 
and adjac e nt th e first pan e l and a second rail e xtending r e arwardly from tho oponablo panel 
and adjac e nt th e second pan e l, th e first and s e cond rail pivotable with th e op e nabl e panel , the 
file support structure disposed adjacent to the rear facing surface of the openable panel and 
being movable in concert with the openable panel, and 

a file folder with hooks, the hooks being disposed on the file suspension device, and 
the folder being completely disposed between the first and second panels, 

wherein the file support structure is arranged to present files suspended in the file 
storage area in a forwardly and downwardly cascading arrangement. 
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10. (previously presented) A file storage device according to claim 9, wherein the 
exterior shell further comprises: 

a pair of opposed side panels; and 

a front panel defined at least in part by the openable panel. 

11. (canceled). 

12. (Currently Amended) A file storage device according to claim 9, wherein the file 
suspension device is first rail and th e s e cond rail are arranged to present files suspended in 
the file storage area in a forwardly and downwardly cascading arrangement. 

13. (Currently Amended) A file storage device according to claim 9, wherein the file 
suspension device comprises e ach of th e first rail and th e second rail is an arched surface. 

14. (previously presented) A file storage device according to claim 9, w:herein the 
exterior shell further comprises: 

a top panel providing a generally horizontal support surface. 

15. (previously presented) A file storage device according to claim 9, wherein the 
exterior shell is in the form of a table when the openable panel is in the retracted condition. 
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16. (previously presented) A file storage device according to claim 9, wherein the 

exterior shell and the openable panel combine to form a configuration that hides the -file 

storage' area of the storage device when the openable panel is in the closed condition. 
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17, (Currently Amended) A file storage device comprising: 

an exterior shell having an outer surface and a substantially horizontal top panel; 

an openable panel defining part of the exterior shell, the openable panel having a 
bottom edge, a forward facing surface, and a rear facing surface, the openable panel being 
pivotable about the bottom edge outward from the exterior shell between a retracted 
condition at which the forward facing surface is generally flush with the outer surface of the 
exterior shell and an open condition away from the outer surface of the exterior shell, wherein 
the openable panel is pivotable between the open condition and the closed condition without 
moving ind e pendently of th e position of the top panel; and 

a file support structure having a file storage area, an open top for insertion, access to, 
and removal of files firom the file storage area, and a file suspension device provided to 
suspend files within the file storage area, the file support structure disposed adjacent to the 
rear facing surface of the openable panel and being movable in concert with the openable 
panel; 

wherein the file support structure is adapted to suspend a file at any position along its 
length when the openable panel is in the open condition; 

wherein the open top is accessible when the openable panel is in the open condition 
and wherein the file support structure is disposed within the exterior shell when the openable 
panel is in the retracted condition. 

18. (previously presented) The file storage device of claim 17, wherein the file 
suspension device includes a pair of suspension surfaces. 
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19. (previously presented) The file storage device of claim 18, wherein the 
suspension surfaces are arched. 

20. (previously presented) The file storage device of claim 18, wherein the 
suspension surfaces extend continuously from the openable panel to a rear end.
